The  low  net  cost  in  Lyons,  Ial,  and  in 
Grand  Ledge,  Mich.,  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  these  towns  own  and  operate  com¬ 
mercial  wires  from  wliicb  they  derive  a 
profit  Five  of  the  cities  named  above 
were  supplied  with  lights  by  private 
enterprise  !*ef< >re  they  assumed  control 
of  t^eir  Own  works.  The  cost  of  each 
arc  light  per  night  under  IjoiIi  systems  of 
control  is  given  below:

Returns  from  twenty-five  cities,  which 
ary  supplied  w  ith  light  by  privatoeor- 
poratlons,  give  forty-two  cents  os  the 
average  cost  |>er  light,  or  three  cents  less 
than  the  average  cost  of  the  five  cities 
mentioned  in  the  alxive  comparison. 

Thu  movement  in  the  direction  of  the 
niunici|>al  control  of  electric  lights, 
which  has  been  heretofore  confined  to 
the  smaller  cities,  is  now  extending  to 
the  larger  ones.  Philadelphia,  Boston, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Detroit  and  Alle¬ 
gheny,  Pa.,  arc  moving  in  this  direction. 


Japan's  New  Constitution. 

The  world  has  recently  ‘witnessed  the 
spectacle  of  ^country  receiving  a  liberal 
constitution  which  lias  not  been  wrested 
from  its  rulers  by  force  of  arms 
The  mikado  of  J:ipan  lias  made  his 
people  a  present  of  a  mugna  charta 
w  hich  in  effect  changes  the  government 
from  a  despotism  to  a  liberal 

T*.io  new  constitution  is  the  result  of  a 
ingJv  light  careful  study  of  tin,*  various  ex  istin-'  mv- 
e.\quisrte.  I  ernments  by  the  mikudoand  hid  advisers. 

A  parliament  somewhat  similar  to  tliat 
of  Great  Britain  will  hereafter  make  laws 
for  the  empire.  It  consists  of  a  house  of 
lords  and  a  house  of  commons.  The 
house  of  lords  is  partly  to  be  appointed 
by  the  mikado,  i«utly  elected  and  partly 
hereditary.  The  house  of  commons  is 
elected  by  the  people,  and  consists  of  300 
members. 

U nivcrsal  suffrage  is  not  granted.  Tht 
result  of  tho  mikado’s  study  of  republics 
evidently  decided  him  against  that.  In 
Ja[Kiu.  only  men  who  are  25  years  old 
and  upwards  may  vote,  and  only  then 
when  they  pay  taxes  to  the  amount  of

stricken  out  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  another  bill  substituted. 

The  second  hill  also  reduced  the  tariff, 
but  some  millions  less  than  that  of  the 
house  had  done.  The  bill  was  then  re¬ 
turned  to  the  house  for  further  action. 
The  house  raised  the  joint  that  by  strik¬ 


ing  clause,  and  substituting  another,  the 
senate  had  trespassed  tliat  article  of  the 
United  States  constitution  w  hich  de- 
.  clares  that  bills  for  revenue  must  origi 
nate  in  the  house  of  representatives. 
The  senate  hill  was  therefore  claimed 
by  the  Democratic  majority  to 
be  unconstitutional  and  the  house  re¬ 
fused  to  concur.  One  or  two  tariff  bills 
were  introduced  into  the*  house  in  the 
closing  dayB  of  the  session,  but  no  action 
was  taken.  The  tariff  question  is  thus 
left  by  the  Fiftieth  congress  as  it  found  it. 

There  were  introduced  into  the  house 
during  the  congress  Just  expired  17,080 
bills,  resolutions  and  reports;  into  the 
the  senate  6,852.  Of  all  this  numbeT 
1,791  became  laws. 

Most  of  the  acts  are  of  local  interest. 
Of  those  which  liaveageneral  importance 
the  principal  ones  are  the  law  admitting 
four  new  states  to  the  Union  and  that 
making  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
a  cabinet  officer,  with  the  title  of  secre¬ 
tary.  Among  others  are  the  granting  of 
the  Nicaragua  canal  charter,  the  act  au 
thorizing  government  to  condemn  sites 
for  public  buildings,  reducing  the  price 
of  passports  from  $5  to  $1,  restricting 
Chinese  immigration  and  raising  the  age 
of  consent  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  16  years.  The  Fiftieth  congress  also 
strengthened  the  interstate  commerce 
law,  appropriated  lialf  a  million  to  the 
legal  representatives  of  Janies  B.  Eads 
for  work  on  the  jetties,  and  $230,000  to 
enable  the  [(resident  to  protect  the  inter 
ests  of  the  United  States  in  Panama. 

An  act  from  wliich  important  favor¬ 
able  results  fqr  the  United  States  may 
flow  was  that  authorizing  the  president 
to  arrange  a  conference  with  the  Smith 
aud  Central  American  republics,  with  a 
view  to  closer  commercial  relations.  Out 
of  this  authorization  lias  grown  the  Three 
Americas  conference,  which  meets  in 
Washington  id  October. 

A  favorable  concession  to  the  live 
stock  interests  of  the  country  is  the  law 
passed  by  rliis  congress  admitting  free  of 
duty  animals  imported  for  breeding  pur¬ 
poses.  Another  law  establishes  a  gov¬ 
ernment  department  of  labor.  Pensions 
for  utter  deafness  have  been  increased  to 
$30  a  month.  The  maximum  amount  of 
international  |>ostal  orders  hasebecn  in¬ 
creased  from  $30  to  $100.
